Goebbels Snarls 


OEBBELS’ speech at the Sportpalast 
yesterday gives us clearer evidence 
than ever before of the real crisis in the 
Nazi regime as the phenomenal Soviet of- 
fensive rolls on, and each day brings closer 
the realization of the Casablanca decisions. 
Goebbels snarls like a trapped animal, 
From the German people he demands ruth- 
less exertions, on the penalty of extreme 
terror for anyone who demurs. There is no 
doubt that the Nazis plan the harshest re- 
pression inside of Germany and among the 
conquered countries to extract every bit of 
strength they can muster in the next nine 
months. 

To the outer world, Goebbels shows that 
the Nazis are intensifying their “anti- 
Communist agitation,” working for all it is 
worth what they hope will be fear of Soviet 
victories abroad. 

Like savages in the face of a storm, the 
Nazis are rubbing their sacred charm- 
stone feverihsly: Goebbels publicly invites 
Britain and the United States, recalling the 
days of Munich, to treat with Hitlerism as 
the “bulwark against Bolshevism.” 

Goebbels has already received his answer 
at Casablanca. But the danger is that this 
propaganda from Berlin will whip our ap- 
peasers into more intense activity than bo- 
fore, in the effort to block the development 
of our offensive into Europe, to prevent the 
Soviet Union, Great Britain and the United 
States from working together in winning 
the war and winning the peace. 

It is a good, sign when Goebbels is so 
frantic. But it is also a sign of the great 
danger which the nation faces from the 
Herbert Hoover-Martin Dies crowd here at 
home. 

Greater exertions against the appeasers, 
greater support to the President, a speedy 
offensive into Europe must be America’s 
reply to Goebbels appeal.
